WASHUfGTON, Jan. 31.— A 


sweeping plan of debtor relief and 
business reorganization embraced 
in the McKeown-LaGuardia bank- 
ruptcy reform bill moved toward 
enactment 
today following ap- 


proval in the House by an over- 
whelming vote. 


The measure, after passing the 


House by a vote of 201 to 43 yes- 
terday, was reported to the Senate 
and sent to the judiciary com- 
mittee. 


Prompt 
consideration 
of 
the 


measure in the Senate was as- 
sured, with friends of the leg_isla- 
tion determined to send the bill to 
the White House during this ses- 
sion. 


QUESTIONS ARISE 


The brief battle over the mea- 


sure in the House disclosed many 
objections whiSh will arouse con- 
troversy in the Senate, but they 
did not appear to be fatal. 


A similar' bill, introduced by
